HE Prophecies, relating to the 
eſtabliſhment of the Kingdom of 
Chriſt, are ſo expreſs and parti- 
cular, and contain ſuch ſtrong 
al lealing repreſentations of the happineſs 
of times to come, that they muſt raiſe in 
the minds of all true believers an earneſt 
hope and wiſh that they might be admit- 
ted to a participation of their full and 
final accompliſhment, or, at leaſt, that they 
4. may 
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may be permitted to contribute ſomething by 


their exertions, how weak ſoever they may be, 


to promote and bring forw-ard ſo deſireable a 
ſtate of things. 

Vet, as all the deſigns and views of the 
great God of Heaven and Earth for the good 
of his Creatures, have been gradual and pro- 
greſſive, and hitherto fulfilled only at ſuch 
ſeaſons, as the Almighty Governor of the 
Univerſe has thought fit and proper, it does 
not ſeem probable, that theſe great events will 
take place, until ſome very remote diſtance 
from the preſent hour. 

Much indeed has been ſaid, many improper 
queſtions have been aſked, and many unreaſon- 
able complaints have been made, concerning 


the fitneſs of the time, when theſe gracious 


Revelations were firſt given to the world, and 
when they were to be fulfilled. But from 
whom did theſe enquiries proceed? from thoſe 
very perſons, to whom they were with the 
greateſt condeſcenſion communicated, Decla- 
rations of the utmoſt importance to Mankind, 
containing promiſes of bleſſings and benefits, 
to which none had any right to pretend, too 


great, even now they are known in part, to 
become 
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become objects of their weak and limited con- 
ceptions, cannot, it ſeems, be accepted by 
them, but in the way and manner, which 
they think themſelves capable of preſcribing. 
Ought we not rather to reſt ſatisfied, in ſull 
perſuaſion, that He, who created the Heavens, 
and ftretched them out, who ſpread forth the 
Earth, and that which cometh out of it, He 
that giveth breath to the people upon it, and 
fpirit to them who walk in it, will, in his good 
time, freely give us all things which He has 
promiſed. 
Though this impatience is ſtill apt to ſhew 
itſelf in the minds of men, it ſhould be re- 
membered, that before theſe glorious expec- 
tations can be gratified, certain conditional 
circumſtances muſt have place. The fulneſs 


of the Gentiles muſt come in; and that blind- 


neſs which has happened to Iſrael muſt be re- 


moved. The children of Iſrael, ſays the 


Prophet, ſhall abide many days without a 
King, and without a Prince, and without a 
ſacrifice, and without an altar, and without an 
ephod, and without a Seraphim. Afterward. 
ſhall the children of Iſrael return, and ſeek. 
the Lord their God, and David their King, 

that 
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that is, Jeſus Chriſt, and ſhall fear the Lord 


and his goodneſs in the latter days. 

The preſent ſtate either of Jew or Gentile 
does not as yet warrant any immediate hope of a 
very remarkable change for the better. When- 
ever ſuch an alteration ſhall happen, it will 


perhaps appear to be the miraculous*a& of 


God. It may come to paſs, when men think 
not of it; it may come, as a thief in the 
night. The hearts of men may be influenced 
by ſome ſupernatural power ; may unexpectedly 
receive ſome divine impreſſion, converting 
their ſouls. 


But beſides that the completion of the 


Promiſes of God to Mankind may be delayed 
during his good pleaſure, are there not evident 
cauſes ſubſiſting for which theſe bleſſings may 
be ſtill withheld? Do men habituate them- 
ſelves to a proper ſenſe of God's intended 
goodneſs ? Do they live in ſuch a ſtate of pre- 
paration, as may entitle them to extraordinary 


favor from their God and Redeemer ? Does not 


the whole world almoſt continue in habits of 
wickedneſs and vice, in the free indulgence of 
every pleaſure, of every gratification ſpringing 
from a conſtant courſe of diſſipation, or from 
too 
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too cloſe an attachment to the things of this 
world, from an inattention to every purſuit 
worthy of rational and religious minds? Are 
they not ſolicitous only for the preſent in- 
ſtant, regardleſs of their future ſtate, and the 
momentous concerns of all eternity ? 

In great kingdoms and communities does 
not the ruling paſſion ſeem to be unchriſtian 
hoſtility and hatred to each other, a deſire of 
greater power, a thirſt for further conqueſt ? 


Are not wars, and the deſtruction of their fellow: 


creatures the conſequences of almoſt all their: 
political views and conſiderations? Does not a 


ſpirit of diſcord prevail over that regular and 


due ſubordination to government, recommen- 
ded to the world by God himſelf? Do not 
men now act under principles of ſelf appro- 
bation, of high conceit of their ſuperior ſenſe 
of things, transferring the ſuperintendence of 


the affairs of nations, from the direction and 


wiſdom of their only proper Governor, to 
themſelves? Where is that patient, that 
Chriſtian ſubmiſſion to the will of God, which 
creatures of a day ought to ſhew in all their 
actions? Being placed in a ſtate of perception, 
and. endowed with faculties competent to con- 
duct: 
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duct tbem with decency, with propriety, and 
perhaps with ſome degree of conſequence 
through the narrow circle of human affairs, 
do they not vainly imagine all the events of 


this paſſing ſcene to be under their own con- 


troul, to be the reſult of their own ſufficiency, 


* . their own addreſs and management? 


If the great deſigns of Providence can be 
ſuppoſed to be affected by the conduct of ſuch 
feeble and inferior inſtruments, may not the 
arbitrary acts of men, in oppoſition to the au- 
thority of him who governs all things by the 
word of his power, be numbered among the 
cauſes of God's diſpleaſure, and of his re- 
moving far from us the gracious purpoſes of 
his good will to mankind ? | 

Nor does this repreſentation of the preſent 
ſubliſting cauſes, which may be aſſigned for 
God's wrath and indignation againſt us, ſtand 
alone. There are others, it is too well known, 
which ſtrongly mark the diſpoſition of the 
preſent day. As they tend to deprive the Al- 
mighty of the honor due to his Name, they 
muſt of courſe juſtly excite in him a greater 
degree of jealouly. 

What 
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What I mean is that unhappy tendency to 
thoſe principles of Infidelity, which are fo in- 
duſtriouſly revived and ſpread amongſt us, rob- 
bing Chriſt, or, which is the ſame thing, God, 

of the adoration belonging to his divine na- 
ture. It ſeems not to be conſidered, that He, 
who is exalted to be Lord of all things, to 
whom all judgment both in heaven and earth 
is committed, who ſitteth at the right hand of 
God, that all men might honor the Son, even 
as they honor the Father, muſt neceſſarily par- 


take of thoſe perfections proper only to the 


divine nature, and therefore demanding divine 
honor. It has been remarked, that when it is 
ſaid, God ſhall be all in all, no particular 
mention is made of the Father. The ex- 
preſſion. therefore leads us to that idea of 
the Godhead, which comprehends Father, 
Son and Holy Ghoſt. And ſurely it is an ab- 
ſurdity to ſuppoſe, that any being can partici- 
pate of a nature diſſimilar in any reſpect to its 
own. 

But it is not my intention to enter into an 
examination of this great myſtery. It is a 


ſubject greatly exceeding man's comprehen- 


ſion. It is impoſſible to be explained by man. 
B It 
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It is far beyond the reach of all human ability 
and reſearch. Not to mention, that on this 


account the wiſdom of the Legiſlature has pro- 
hibited all diſcuſſion of this ſubject. 
Our duty is to adore with the lowlieſt ſub- 


miſſion of our hearts and minds, things which 


paſs all underſtanding. Our Faith could never 
be eſtabliſhed on ſure grounds, if it was to 
depend ſolely on the reaſonings of Men. We 
may rely fafely on the authority of Reve- 
lation. From the facred writings, delivered 
to us by the inſpiration of the Holy Spirit of 
God, we derive the knowledge of this won- 
derful and incomprehenſible myſtery. The 
utmoſt ſagacity of created beings could never 
have diſcovered it. 

It is faid by our Saviour, ye believe in God, 
believe alſo in me. The Nature of the Deity 
is as unknown to us, as little the object of our 


underſtanding, as the Nature of the Trinity. 
It is an object of belief, but not of human 
knowledge. It may be above our reaſon, but 


N is not contraty to it. Can the mind of man 
by ſearching find out God? can it find out the 
Almighty to ener aan d. 


That 
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That preſumption therefore, which is ſo apt 
to miſlead us, of affecting to be wiſe above 


that which is written, of examining the ſecret 


things of God, without the power of ſuch 
examination, I cannot but conſider as one of 
thoſe impediments, which may retard that 


complete accompliſhment of the will of God, 


which he has afſured us will be one day made 


to the ſatisfaction of all -our doubts and dith- 
culties. 


The Religion of Chriſt is firſt pure, then 
peaceable. If we depart from the former 
character of the Goſpel, all which follows 
will be, as has too often happened, debate and 


controverſy, confuſion and diſcord. | 


No unity of ſpirit, no bond of peace, no 
righteouſnefs of life can ever ſubſiſt under the 
wild notions and unſcriptural ſuggeſtions of 
Infidelity and Scepticiſm. Opinions . of ſuch 
miſchievous tendency cannot ſurely gain 
ground amongſt thoſe, who place all their 
hopes in this life and in the next, on the 
purity and preſervation of their Faith. Nor 
can the benevolent intentions of this Society 
be proſecuted with effect, if n and In- 


fidelity prevail amongſt us. | 
B 2 For 
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For there is yet another evil arifing from 


difference of opinion in matters relating. to 
Religion. It diſtracts and unſettles the minds 


of men in their moſt important concern. If 
Chriſtians do not agree in the truth of God's 


Holy Word, they cannot live in unity and 


godly love. This muſt alſo be an offence to 
the great Founder of the Chriſtian Faith, and 
be juſtly the occaſion of Divine Reſentment. 
For it tends to deſtroy that univerſality in Re- 
ligion, that unanimity and harmony, which is 
every where recommended in Scripture, as one 
of the principal objects of Revelation. 

The Chriſtian Faith, we are told, as one 
of its chief excellencies, is to be diffuſed 
throughout the whole world. From the riſing 
of the ſun to the going down of the ſame, 


ſhall the Name of God be great among the 


Heathen. 

To promote this mine of Religion is 
the Intention of this Society. Let not then 
the work of the Lord, let not his benevolent 
purpoſes, nor the deſigns of this excellent 
Inſtitution be obſtructed by vain cavils and un- 
founded objections, which have been repeatedly 
and decidedly confuted, as often as they have 

: been 
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been made, i in former times, and with no leſs 
effect in the preſent. Offences indeed muſt 
needs come, but woe to thoſe unhappy perſons 
by whom the offence cometh. Bleſſed is he, 
ſays our Saviour, who ſball not be offended in 
me. May it never fall to the lot of thoſe, who 
oppoſe themſelves to the truths of Revelation, 
to receive that rebuke from our Bleſſed Lord 
himſelf, which St. Paul received at the time of 


his converſion, I am Jeſus whom ye have per- 
ſecuted. 


Relying, therefore, on the protection and 
favor of God, and encouraged by the aſſu- 
rances given to mankind by him, in the perſon 
of Chriit, we may go on with confidence of 
ſucceſs, well knowing, that He will never 
forſake them, Who endeavour to promote his 
honor and glory, who ſubmit themſelves, 
without reſerve, to his authority, and are 
ready and willing to follow the directions of 
his Holy Spirit, given to the world in the in- 
ſpired Scriptures, and ſtill communicated to 
every good man, as far as it is now neceſlary, 
by the ordinary ſuggeſtions of his grace. 

Under ſuch a guardian and guide, let us 
purſue the buſineſs we have in hand with that 

| zeal 
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zeal and ardour, which the cauſe deſerves and 
demands. To this end, let us begin at home. 


Let us, as a Nation, correct our own morals 


and our own faith, before we undertake to 
teach theſe duties to others. Let us ſecure to 
ourſelves the favor of God, by living in his 
faith and fear, that our exertions, in the Pro- 
pagation of the Goſpel of Chriſt, may be 
more acceptable and effetual, When we 
would recommend the Chriſtian Religion to 
thoſe, who are yet uninſtructed, who are un- 
acquainted with the bleflings imparted to us 
by the Father of all mercies, let us convince 
them of the ineſtimable love of God in the 


Redemption of the world, through our Lord 


Jeſus Chriſt, by our own firm and unalterable 
belief in the promiſes of Revelation, and in 
the truth of his Holy Word, rather than in 
the uncertain imaginations and bold ſuggeſ- 
tions of men. Let us fix their attention on 
the means of grace, and on the hope of glory ; 
firſt endeavouring to raiſe the untutored mind 


from its preſent low and groveling ſtate, by 


introducing amongſt them the improvements 


of Civilization, without its diſadvantages. Let 


us be inſpired with a real concern for the good 
| | of 
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of our unhappy fellow creatures, nor be ſolely 
actuated by political intereſts, or commercial 
advantages. | | 

Through the ſpirit of the preſent times, 
new opportunities are daily offering them- 
ſelves; countries yet undiſcovered will be 
daily ſoliciting our attention and cultivation, 
our compaſſion and tendereſt regard. It will 
ſtrongly excite our moſt affectionate wiſhes for 
the religious information of the uninſtructed 
tribes of the human race, to reflect, with what 
unſpeakable joy and. rapture the hearts of 
unenlightened Indians will be filled, at the 
dawning of the marvellous light of the Goſpel, 
breaking in upon them by our charitable aſſiſ- 
tance and labours, and by their ſubſequent 
improvements in.the knowledge of the Chriſtian 
Faith, under our care and. culture. 

Acting with ſuch principles, and under ſuch 
impreſſions, we may entertain ſome reaſonable 
expectations, that as far as the influence of 
our abilities may extend, we may be uſefully 


employed in fulfilling the gracious intentions.

mental, that the mercies of God may be every 


day more and more communicated. and known 
amongſt.

The Society was compoſed, by the Charter, 
of the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the 


Church, and of ſeveral other Lords, and emi- 
nent perſons in the State, with a power to elect 


ſuch others to be Members of the Corporation, 
as they, or the major part of them, ſhould 
think beneficial to their charitable deſigns ; 
and they immediately applied themſelves with 
great zeal and alacrity to the good. work; 


and after adjuſting preliminaries in the choice 


of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding orders and 


rules for their more regular proceeding, they 


ſubſcribed every one of them, according to their 
feveral ranks and diſpofitions, an annual ſum 
to be paid to their Treaſurer, for the general 


uſes of the Society; and choſe new Members, 


and gave out deputations, according to the 
powers in the Charter, to receive and collect 
the donations of all charitable and well-diſpoſed 
perſons towards this moſt pious deſign: And 
thro' an eſpecial bleſſing, this work of the Lord 
bath all alcng proſpered in their hands. An in- 
finite number of our own people, infants and 
adults, and many thouſands of Indians and

people, as occaſions require; and in gratuities 


for extraordinary ſervices. And as the Society 


generally receive from their Miſſionaries ac- 


counts of their proceedings, and of the ſtate 
of their ſeveral Miſſions, it is thought proper 
to publiſh the following Abſtract of ſuch 
informations as were received from the Miſ- 


ſionaries in the year 1790. 


Newfoundland. 


The Rev. Mr. Price, who has been a very 
active and diligent Miſſionary at St. John's for 
feven years paſt, has accepted the offer made to 
him by the Society of removing to the new 
Miflion of Naſhwalk, in New Brunſwick, 
which is. a populous ſettlement on the river 
St. John, twenty miles above Fredericton, 
and which was judged more eligible, in point 


of ſituation and convenience, for a very large 


family. He accordingly removed thither in 
September laſt, and advices have ſince been re- 
ceived that he and his family arrived ſafe at 
Shelburne, in their way to Naſhwalk. But 


this offer was not made to him till the Society 
| were 
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were aſſured of an immediate ſupply for the 
Miſſion of St. John's, by the removal of Mr. 
Harris from Placentia, at the particular requeſt 
of the people of St. John's. And the Rev. 
Mr. Evans, a Curate in the vicinity of Haver- 
fordweſt, who was ſtrongly recommended by 
the ſame Gentlemen, to whom the Society 
were before indebted for Mr. Harris, is to go 
this ſpring by the firſt ſhip to Placentia. 


Mr. Harris has given this account of his 
Miſſion for the laſt year. That the church, 
which is a very neat building, and the hand- 
ſomeſt in the Iſland, is quite finiſhed. It has 


a ſpire and a fine bell, for which they are in- 


debted to Mr. Collins; and Mr. Brown has 

iven another bell which coſt Z 17. Nor has 
the liberality of all the principal Inhabitants 
been wanting on this occaſion ; and he men- 
tions with gratitude a freſh mark of Mr. Saun- 
ders's generolity, in furniſhing them with a 
church bible and prayer book, which coſt ten 
guineas. He adds, that his Congregation has 
increaſed, and the number of Communicants 
as uſual. 


The Rev. Mr. Balfour, Miſſionary at Har- 


bor Grace, complains of his declining health, 


and of the diſtreis of the people from the great 


failure in the fiſhery the laſt ſeaſon. The ſame 
bad account of the fiſhery has been received 
| D 2 from 
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from Mr. Clinch, Miſhonary at Trinity Bay, 
and he adds, that there is too much reaſon to 
apprehend that many of the poor will ſuffer 


much in the winter from hunger and cold, on 


account of the ſcarcity of proviſions in the 
Iſland. Notwithſtanding this, ſome few re- 
pairs have been done to the Church, and he is 
happy to ſay, that the Inhabitants continue 
very regular and attentive every Lord's Day to 
divine ſervice. His Notitia ſtands thus, 
Families 98, Boys 148, Girls 144, Servants 
350, Papiſts, including Servants, 200, Prote- 
ſtants 300, Baptiſms 38, Marriages 4, Burials: 
22, Communicants 12. 


Nova Scotia. 


From the ſeveral letters with which the 
Biſhop of Nova Scotia has favoured the Society 
in the courſe of the year, and from the various 
communications of the Miſſionaries, there 
ſeems to be a very promiſing appearance of the 
extenſion of Religion throughout that Pro- 


vince. 


Churches have been conſecrated by the 


Biſhop at Shelburne and Aylesford. The 
Church at Windſor is raiſed and covered, and 
thoſe at Wilmot and Parrboro' almoſt finiſhed. 
One is begun at Siſſaboo, and another finiſhed 
at Guyſboro'. | | 288 
Mr. 
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Mr. Archibald Peane Inglis entered on his 


Miſſion of Granville on laſt Eaſter Sunday, 


and has numerous audiences. 


In the old eſtabliſhed Miſſions there cannot 
be expected any material alteration. Mr. Bai- 
ley continues to perform his duty with his 
uſual diligence and care. In the laſt half year 
he baptiſed 46, married 16 couple, and buried. 
4 perſons, and has 15 new Communicants. 


By Mr. Ellis's Notitia, who is the Miſ- 
ſionary at Windſor, from the year 1785, to 
Midſummer 1790, it appears, that he had. 
baptiſed 382, buried 93, married 87. That 
the number of Communicants are, at Windſor: 

109, at Newport nb and that within this 
year he has had twice as many Communicants- 
as he ever had before. 


Mr. Twyning of Cornwallis had 20 Com- 
municants at Eaſter laſt, and in the half year 
had baptiſed only 3, buried 20, married 1. 
couple. 


Mr. Wiſwall writes, that by the junction of 
Aylesford, which was made laſt year, his pariſh 
extends in a line of 25 miles, and the Church 
of Wilmot is 13 miles from that of Aylesford,. 
and he being ſituated nearly in the midway,. 
divided- his time laſt winter between theſe 


places, and preached in private houſes till the 
| Churches 
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An Abſtract of the 


Churches ſhould be finiſhed. That at Ayleſ- 


ford has ſince been finiſhed, and was conſe- 


crated by the Biſhop on the 1oth of October 


laſt. It is 57 feet long, including the chancel 
and ſteeple, and 28 wide, and is the neateſt 
and beſt furniſhed in that Province. A pew 
is ſet apart for the Governor, and another for 
the Biſhop,” not only in this, but in all the 
new Churches, and in this the King's Arms and 
the Arms of the See, handſomely painted, are 
placed over their reſpective pews. A ſet of rich 
filk damaſk hangings for the Communion Ta- 
ble, Deſk and Pulpit have been given by Com- 
miſſioner Duncan: a Bible and Prayer book 
elegantly bound by Governor Wentworth: 
there is alſo a good bell in the ſteeple. This 
Church has been compleated in one twelve- 
month by the indefatigable exertions of James 
Morden, Eſq;. Three hundred and twenty acres 
have been located for a Glebe at Aylesford, with 
an additional 200 acres from Mr. Morden. The 
people have alſo engaged to build a School- 
houſe, and the Society have granted a falary 
for a Maſter. Mr. Wiſwall aſſures the Society, 
that his congregation increaſes, not only in 
number, but in regularity of duty. 


Mr. Viets, Miſſionary at Digby, acknow- 
ledges the receiving the Prayer-books, Pſalters 
and Catechiſms which were ſent him by the 
Society. Admiral Digby has generouſly con- 
tributed 4 100 towards the building their 

| Church, 
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Church, which, he ſays, with £ 300 from 
Government, and about /, 100 collected amon 
themſelves, will nearly compleat the outſide, 
and do ſomething towards the infide. This 
pariſh now - conſiſts of 181 families and 49 
black families, excluſive of Siſſaboo, which is 
in the Diſtrict; and about 200 more families 
are diſperſed in the adjacent parts, who have no 
Miniſter near them of any denomination. He 
commends his congregation for their religious 
and decent behaviour, and aſſures the Society, 
that his Miſſion, in all parts of it, is in a 
floriſhing ſtate, and both the knowlege and 
practice of the Goſpel prevails. * 


His Notitia from Michaelmas 1789, to 
Michaelmas 1790, is as follows. Baptiſed 4 
adults, and 64 infants, married 14 couple, 
buried 18, conſtant Communicants 23 White 


and 15 blacks. 
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The Church at Parrboro' is nearly com- 
pleated, and there is no alteration in that 
Miſſion. Mr. Shreve had been twice at Cum- 
berland, 60 miles diſtant, and had there bap- 
tiſed 15, and marricd 4. couple. 


Several letters have been received from Dr. 
Walter and Mr. Rowland, the two Miſſionaries 
at Shelburne. The former has by this time 

quitted the Miſſion, by accepting of a Church 
at. Boſton in New England. | 
| The 
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The Biſhop viſited that place in July laſt, 
where he confirmed 276 whites and 8 blacks, 
and conſecrated the new Church, for the ufe 


of which Sir William Pepperell has preſented 


them with a filver cup and plate. The 
number of communicants is increaſed to 85. 
Baptiſms for the year appear to have been 76, 
beſides 9 adults, burials 15. Forty children 


are inſtructed in reading in the Negro ſcheol 


at Birch Town. 


The Biſhop alſo viſited Lunenburgh, and 
confirmed 32, and put matters in that Miſſion 
on a better footing than they had been before. 
Mr. Money writes, that at the ſolicitation of 
the new ſettlers, who are chiefly French, in 
St. Margaret's Bay, 6 leagues eaſt of Lunen- 
burgh, he went to them in September laſt, 
and performed divine ſervice twice to 130 per- 
ſons, 40 being abſent on account of the fiſh- 
ing, and baptiſed 20 children, and the next 
day went to the head of the Bay, and baptiſed 
3 more, beſides 1 adult Quaker, and a Negro 
man. And he made a vilit afterwards to the 
Church of Cheſter in Mahon Bay, and baptiſed 
19 children. In his own Miſſion he had bap- 


' tiled 13, buried 2, and married 1 couple. 


The Society have agreed to appoint a School- 
maſter at Campo Bello, and two at Weſtmor- 
land and Amherſt, which lie on the borders 


of Nova Scotia and New Brunſwick. In that

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vicinity and in the Townſhips of Sackville, 
Dorcheſter, Hillſboro', Hopwell and Monckton, 


are 300 diſperſed families, which may in time 


deſerve the attention of the Society, ſhould 


the increaſe of their finances admit of an ad- 
ditional number of Miſſionaries. |

The Society have received one letter from 
Dr. Byles, Miſſionary at St John's, by which 
they are informed that his pariſh is in perfect 
tranquillity, the Communicants rapidly in- 
creaſe, and he is extremely happy in his ſitu- 


ation. From his arrival there on the 4th of 


May 1789 to the cloſe of that year he had 
baptiſed 76, of whom 8 were adults; married 
5, and buried 20. 


Only one letter has come to hand from Mr. 


Cooke, Miſſionary at Fredericton, which there 
is too much reaſon to apprehend is owing to 
his ill ſtate of health, as he had been confined 
two months preceding the date of his letter with 
a terrible fit of the ſtone, which had left him in 
a very weak ſtate. He had been twice up the 
Naſhwalk to the diſtance of 20 miles, and each 
time baptiſed a number of children, though 


the weather was very ſevere, and the numbers 


brought down ſince for the ſame purpoſe 


have been more than from any other ſettlement 
E on 
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on the River: and therefore the Governor 
and Council conſidered this as the moſt ſuitable 
place, in regard to it's numbers, it's compact- 
neſs, and it's reſpectability, for opening, a new 
Miſſion, to which Mr. Price from Newfound- 
land has been appointed. 


Nothing remarkable has occurred in the 
other Miſſions in this Province. Mr. Beardſ- 
ley's Congregation at Maugerville increaſes, 


and in the laſt half year he had baptiſed 6 white 


and 4 black adults, and 20 white and 3 black 
children; married 2 couple; and buried x 
corple. He has 42 Catechumens and 29 
Communicants. | | | 


Mr. Scovil, of Kingſton, continues to diſ- 
charge his duty with his uſual attention, He 
has 50 Communicants, and abont 30 in other 
parts of the County, where he occaſionally 
officiates. In the laſt half year he had bap- 
tiſed 70 infants and 7 adults, married 7 couple, 
and buried 2 corpſes. The people exerted 
themſelves laſt ſummer in erecting and cover- 
ing a Church of 5o feet by 38, which was 
opened a year ago ; but they will not be able 
to finiſh the inſide without ſome of the money 
allotted by Government for building Churches. 
The Society have agreed to eſtabliſh a School 
there. |

which Mr. Clarke ſays will be completed with

TWO letters have been received in the courſe 


of the year from Mr. Stuart, the Miſſionary 
at Kingſton, Cataraqui, of the reſpective dates 
of January 5 and October 4, 1790; but that 
which he mentions to have ſent on the 16th of 
April has never come to hand. 


From the firſt of theſe the Society are in- 
formed of the good condition of his Miſſion, 
in the inlargement and improvement of his 
Congregation, which were very few when he 


came among them, and only 3 Communicants, - 


who are now increaſed to 27. Great igno- 
rance prevailed among them, but he bleſſes 
God that his endeavors to remove it have been 
very ſucceſsful. 


His Notitia for the preceding . 6 months 
ſtands thus. Baptiſms 14, Marriages 3, Bu-

From his ſecond letter it- appears, that 
Mr, Stuart had been prevented by ſickneſs in

That he had ſailed from Kingſton 
early in September, propoſing firſt to ſee the 
Mohawks on the Grand River, and then to: 
fpend ſome time in the neighbourhood of Nia- 
gara; but not having been able at Niagara to 
| procure a boat to carry him to the head of the 
. Lake, he was obliged to poſtpone his viſit to 

| the Mohawks till next ſpring. He remained, 
0 | however, a fortnight in the Diſtrict of Naſſau,

Mr. Robertſon, Miſſionary at Harbor Iſland 
and Eleuthera, has acknowledged the receipt 
of the Catechiſms and Prayer books which were 
ſent him from the Society, which he has di- 
ſtributed in the different Settlements, and in 
each of them has prevailed with a capable 
perſon to read the ſervice every Sunday, and 
to hear the children their Catechiſm, And 

| | upon 
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upon a ſecond viſiting theſe Settlements, he 
was happy to find that the plan had been pro- 
ductive of great advantage. That the ſtate of 
his Miſſion at Harbor Ifland is much as uſual. 
That he ſtill regularly attends the School, and 
has from 20 to 25 of the pooreſt children, 18 
of whom are able to join in the reſponſes at 
Church, and to ſay their Catechiſm. In tlie 
courſe of the year he had baptiſed 34, married 
8 couple, and buried 11. Communicants 34. 


Two letters have come to hand from Mr. 
Gordon, the Miſſionary at Exhuma, by which 
the Society are informed, among other things, 
that in the beginning of February laſt he went 
over the greateſt part of Long Iſland, where are 
two Settlements of old Inhabitants ; at both 
which he officiated on, Sundays to Congre- 
gations of about 30 perſons. Long Ifland 
being accounted the beſt of the Bahamas,, is 
ſettled. from one end to the other: and to give 
all the Settlers an opportunity of attending 
divine worſhip on Sundays, a Miniſter ſhould 
_ officiate at three other places at leaſt to Con- 
gregations of about 20 perſons. That he of- 
ficiated at Exhuma on Good Friday and at 
Eaſter, and gave the Sacrament to 8 perſons. 
On Whitfanday he was at Cat Iſland, which 
is the beſt inhabited part, and had only 12 
perſons, exclufive of Negroes, 


The 
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The number of Inhabitants on Exhuma are 
computed to be on 38 Plantations about 60 
men, 40 women, and 65 children, and 1320 
Negroes. On Long Ifland 16 Plantations, 
with 3coo whites and blacks. On Cat Iſland 
about 600 Inhabitants. Total Inhabitants in 
the Miſſion 5100. Number of baptiſed 580. 
Ten Communicants at Exhuma. When he 
came, only one. 


The Negroes brought up among the Engliſh, 
he ſays, are in general taught little or nothing 
of Religion, though they do not ſeem at all 
prepoſſeſſed againſt Chriſtianity. The Negroes 
lately imported from Africa ſhew no ſigns of 
Religion,

Barbadoes. 


It was reported in the Abſtract of 1789, 
that all the Debts on the account of the Cod- 
rington Plantations had been diſcharged by 
the profits of the Eſtates, which had been 
applied to that purpoſe, and from remittances 
in part of the purchaſe of Henley Plantation 
by Colonel Poyer: and that Mr. Huſbands had 
been ſettled in the Manſion-Houſe, as Cate- 
chiſt to the Negroes, and had opened the 
ſchool with 6 Boys on the Foundation. The 
Eſtates continuing to flouriſh, under the liberal 
and judicious conduct of Mr. Braithwaite, and 
ſkilful manigement of Mr. Barrow, a ſurplus 


of 
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of money remains in the Society's hands, they 
have therefore given directions that 6 more 
Boys ſhould be taken in, and that the Houſe - 
and Buildings, which had ſuffered ſo ſeverely 
by the Hurricane in the year 1780, ſhould be 
| — into repair; and particular directions have 
een ſent to Mr. Huſbands to pay the greateſt 
attention to the inſtruction of the Negroes, 
eſpecially to the younger part of them. 


And the Society hope from the improving 
ſtate of their affairs, that the School will be 

in inlarged, and put upon the ſame uſeful 
and reſpectable footing it formerly was, under 
the care and ſuperintendeney of their valuable 
Friend and Attorney Sir John Gay Alleyne, 
Baronet, to whoſe generous ſervices they are 
already much indebted. |
